Wrruovr paying too. mach attention to 
Chinese rumours or reports, it is always 
well to take vote of what is circulating in 
nativo circles, Before the Boxer outbreak 
in 1900 numerous warnings were received,

massacred. There can be little doubt that 
the tardiness shown by the Powers in moving 
after the first of ihe outrages served to 
embolden the Boxers, and possibly en- 
couraged somo of the officials to join the 
movement for the extermination of foreigners 
ju China. It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
the foreign’ Ministers will not be canght 
napping a second time. The Chinese Go- 
vernment is-so utterly backboneless and its 
real disposition is so difficult to gauge 
accurately that it would be worse than tdily 
to rely on any assurances the  Waiwupu 
(the successor to the’Taung-li Yamen) could 
‘give. For some time to come the Treaty 
Powers will have to rely on thoir Legution 
guards for. the protection of their repre- 
sentatives in the Chinsse capital, and it 
should be the business of the Legations-to 
keep as aécurately informed as possible as 
to the temper of the populace und as to the 
conditions in the Palace, where intrigues 
are perpetually going on. It was reported 
some weeks ago. that there was a good 
deal of unrest in North China, but the 
statement then exeited comparatively little 
attention.

MANY MILES OF USELESS TRENCHES. 

% Among. the thousinds of Chineso who have 
come from Newehwang lately, I. got somo 
atrango stories from strange points of view, 
from two or three old acquaintances. Ono was 
‘in 1900 servant to.a British newspaper cor- 
respondent on the Poking expedition, aud was 
well known as “ The Pirate,” for reasons which 
are better loft unsaid;- he is now’a meruhant, 
and has been in Manchuria, Another was in 
1900 a soldier of the British army, ‘Weihaiwei i 
Regiment; he has not greatly prospered, but’ 
went up to the mines in Heilungchiang, and 
afterwards worked ag a coolie in the Russian 
service at Newchwang, helping to dig trenctios, 
Another itsed to be junior billiard-marker in an 
English club in China, went to bo a“ boy" -in 
the house of a Russian officer, and finally became 
foreman ofa gang of labourers at Dalny. These 
Chinese usually uve s-good memory for a) 
foreign face that thoy have known ; and whon 
they recognised me, I remombered them. Good 
fellows, cach in his sphere, “rolling stonos,” 
men of character. in their Oriental way ; not 
empire-Imilders. but the raw materia) with. 
which empires are built. re 

Thoy .were: willing to tell ime ull they could:: 


and to bring o ‘me others of their own ‘sort. 


“Tho Pirate wanted to tell ‘me now. of 
events which ‘the telegraph made known to 
the wide world months aro; he imagined he 
understoot the journalistic. idea. But I got 
some interesting descriptions of things, as viewed 
by the ox-soldier and othors, from standpoints 
distinctly out of the ordinary: ee 

I gathered that the Russians have had au 


enormous amount of entrenching done along the | 


river-side just below Yinkow, the port of New- 
chwong, One man said the trenches extended 
slong the left (east) bank for nearly twonty 
miles, He did not mean twenty miles: of 
continuous trench, but a trench about every 
300 yards for 20 miles up-river. But the river- 
banks, and indeed the whole country witliin o 
radius of many miles round Newohwang, is low 
and flat, and is Hable to ‘be entirely wider 
wator at. spring tides, if thero happons to bo a. 


| brisk southorly wind. The whole Gulf of Pechili 


is subject to excessive tides, very rendily in- 
fluenced. by winds, and this northern arm, tie 


Gulf of Liaotung; is the worst of oll’ The J... 


coastline, though it looks irregular in shape, is 
in effect a funnel, in which the tide banks up 
guickly; the water is very shallow throughout, 
which makés the rise and fall more erratic; AT} 
along tho shores of the gulf, the distance from 
low water mark to high-water mark runs to 
some miles, and the flood-tide often becomes a 
swift-rushing wave, Now in winter months 
the north-east monsoon winds prevail very 
steadily, and so the tide as it advances northward 
to Newchwang has rathor to fight its way over 
themud-flats, Thereis also usnallyabroad belt of 
ice sometimes ton miles wide, which helps tocheck 
the rash of water into the estuary of the Lino, 
In sunmer, with the south-west mongoon winds 
all the time and no ico, the tidos average higher; 
and it only requires alittle extks fgrce in the 
wind to back upa spring tide, and submorge 
vast tracts of flats that appear miles inland now. 
Hore, the Chinese said, are the Russian trenches. 
Perhaps the officer directing. the work is new, 
and does not ask local advice; or perhaps the 
Japanese were expected before tho chauge of 
monsoon; or perhops the Russians think the 
chance of flooding isa risk that can be taken; 
and the damage at worst no very serious matter. 
At any rate, there sro the tronches, and in some 
people’s opinion they are sheer waste of money 
aud energy onan enormousscale, The Russians 
may before long find ont that they have made a 
colossal blunder. : ’ 

The fort: whieh is supposed to command the 
entrance of the river is apparently not formid- 
able. I am told that it contains ot presont four 
guns, of about five-inck calibre, with the mark 
of the Peterburgskiya Arsenal on them. They 
are guns of modern type, but mounted in’ the 
atyle of about twenty years ago. Therearealso 
some of the regular field artillery, about 3.inch 
calibre, in the fort; and the naval. guns of the 
Sivoutch were being put inte the fort. But it 
seems the whole thing when completed could not’ 
stand against a couple of good gunboats, 

Thore have been reports that the approach to, 
the port by sea was guarded by sunken yessols 
and submarine mines, There was an official 
notification publishod-by tho Ruésian ‘Consul 
in Chefoo, in the name of Vicoroy: Aloxieff, 
that obstructions Ifid been placed in the'rivor, 
and mines along the coast. I am informed’ that 
these statements aro incorreot, as‘ far ns is 
known in Newehwang. A number of Chinese | 
junks and a large quantity of stone had undoubé- 
edly been purchased, und the usual very: liberal 
coimmissions had been pocketed by cortain 
‘officors—it is notorious thet. Russian officers fill 
their pockets by such transactions as these, and 
this fact constitutes one of the chief nnderlying 
enuses of the chain of events. which drugged 
Russia into war.. But though there was expen- 
ditnra on account of blocking the river, it is 
still unblocked. I could not ascertain why, but 
I was ussured that the junks and the stones are 
still waiting to be utilised. There is a reason 
for the submarine mines not yet being in posi- 
tion; there has been so much floating ice in the 
river that the mines could not be put down, and 
it will benecossary to wait until there are no big 
lumps of drift-ice left. “That is only'a matter 
of a few days now; and possibly. the junk | 
are waiting till the mines are placed. Farther: |/ 
more, when the mines are “ planted,’ it, remains 
to be seen. whether they will be of use, for 
the conditions sre very unfarourable. At 
high water there is a vast expanse of wator in 
the estuary ; deep-sea vessels have to be very | 
caroful and. pick their way through.a narrow [ 


' channel, but-vessels of lighter draught can go over |

rome miles of hallows, whore at low tido there 
‘are expose mud-hanks. tis a similar position 
to the Bristol Channel:or tho Bay of Fundy. 
Now, it is impossiblo to have n three-mile string 
of mines removable at low water aud replacoable 
as the tido rises. If not vemovel, thoy would 
aink in the mud as the wator recedes, aud would 
prabably never como up ngain. 

To construct barriors like those in the Canton

“ ‘Eropical-Moedicing.- At the same time I an 
very desirous. that any fands contributed for the

port ;‘and that the Colony can. well afford a 
eontribution, aven though the sum may. be 
smal. : 

5. I would ask you therefore to. place the 
ie before. the Legislative Council for their 
free and fall. consideration, and I would only 
‘suggest that if, as I hope may be the case, they 
are inclined to yote a small farther contribution 
it should uot be earmarked to a particular 
object’ but be pail into’ the common -fund 
suggested by Mr, Chamberlain. 

6. Possiblyjthe Council may be willing to vote 
an anntal sun of one hundred pounds for the 
term of five yours, at the expiration of which the

SANITARY SURVEYOR'S REPORT, , 

The report of the Sanitary Burveyor (Mr. 
H. T. Jackman) fer the first quarter of 1904 
showed that plans hud been pussed. for tho, 
drainage of 104 houses, and plans for 211 houses 
were carried forward from 1903, making a total 
of 315 in hand during’ the quarter, The 
drainage of 4 bonses had heen completed, 
leaving 275 to carry forward, | Notices for 
repairs: and alterations to the drains of 46 
houses lad beon received, and 48. were carried 
forward from 1803, making a total of 104 in 
hand, Of -- these had been comploted. 
Cortificates had hoon granted for 38 new houses 
under Seet. 84 of Ordinance 1 of L801. The 
@rains of 4,460 houses had been inspected by 
tho’ inspectors, and 448 minor nuisancos had 
Deen discovered ; in cach case a notice had been 
served. ..82 nujsances had been reported to the 
M.O.H. and 88 to the D.P.W. 255 choked 
drain-traps on private property had been 
cleansed by the inspectors. ; 

Hon. Mr. Pollock :—* The item of 255 choked 
Qrajn-traps on private property is rather 
disquieting.” 

“The: Acting D.P.W.:—"Is this not above 
the naual avernge ?” 

The PREBIDENT, in ans¥ex to Mr, Pollock's 
question, said that this figure was below the 
average. In the corresponding quarter of 
last year there were 792 choked drains, The 
figures for the whole year wore 1,705. 

SCAVENGING. 

Cor responilence was laid.on the table relative 
to the advisability of tho contractor increasing 
the numbor of scavenging eoolies fox Nos. 1 and 
-2 Health Districts. 

The Presipent oxplaincd-that the Medica!

It appeared that the ecutractor had 
not heen doing the work satisfactorily in this 
part of the town, The surface of the streets 
had not been properly cleaned. especially the 
reads on the-higher levels.

Mr'F. Payett Hott, solicitor, of Mr. G. K, 
Hall Bratton’soflice, appeared in snpport of an 
application hy the Po Tsung Chang firm for a 
receiving order on the ostate of the Po Fung 
Bank. 

Mr. H.W. Leoker, of Mossrs. Deacon, Looker 
and Deacon. solicitors, appeared for Kong Kin 
Nam, one of the two partners in the debtor 
firm, both of whom were in Court in custody 
of a werder from the prison. 

Mr. J. Hastings, solicitor, appeared. for the 
ereditor who had “taken proceedings und put 
these two men in pool, and also for various other 
creditors who had taken proceedings. 

Mr. Hett: stated that he understood (hat if his 
application was granted, Mr, Looker would apply 
for a release of the debtors, but Mr. Hastings 
would oppose it. : 

Mr. Looker said he did apply for a release. 

‘Mr. Hustings opposed the application. 

Mr. Looker argued thut Mr, Hastings had no 
locus xtundé till he had proved his debt. 

Mr. Hastings contended that those people 
now -asking fora release wors in gaol on his 
Lordehip's order made in connection with an 
Original action brought by his clients, 
besides were the principal people interested in 
this application.

After othor evidence the Magistrate deferred 
sentence on the first defendant, so that he 
might give evidence against the second defen- 
dant, on whose behalf Mr. Goldring appeared. 

Cross- examined by Mr. Goldring, witness (the 
first defendant) said that he had, since February, 
secured some 20. hams by means of these chits, 
besides a quantity of bacon and cheese. The 
shops which he had visited included Ruttonjec's, 
Girault’s, Chin Tye’s, the Mutual Stores, and 
the shop in question. the- Anglo-American 
Stores. ' Sometimes he had brought the goods 


direct to the second defendant, who puid 
him money, and sometimes he had brought 


them to the Fook Tai Loong and sold them. In 
the latter instances he had shared the money 
with the second defendant. Ho did not consider 
the transactions at all dishonest. od 

The second manager of Ah Young's store. 
Kowloon, gave evidence that the second defen- 
dant was a Chinese accountant in their shop, and 
could not either write or speak English.

“THE FREAKS OF BREE TRADE” 
AT SINGAPORE. 


A correspondent who ‘signs himelf“ Pair 
Play ” writes the following to Fhe Times from | 
Singapore.:—“ I should like to dyaw public 
attention to what I may call tho froaks of frea 
trade in the Crown Colony of Singapore. We 


‘| are- laying an electric tramway here, a much- 


needed mode of transit, which I may inform 
you consists of 62 miles of: rails, all of which 
are made in Germany, although Tam given to 
understand that when the contract was given 
by tho Government, it was distinotly stoted it ' 
was to be British labour and material.. Wo 
havo also gradually sold our British shipping 
here, 11 steamers to the Germans, and also 13 
steamers from Hongkong tothe same source, 
Yory many slso to the Americans at Manila; so 
that in fact British shipping is in s small 
minority here, and thos» that are flying the 
British flag aro nearly all Chineye-owaed, I 
speak, of conrse, of local ships, not those that 
pass through en rouge to'.ani. from the East, 
‘Tho-Gormans are fast monopolising tho consta 
trade, assisted by the Dutch and Norivegians. 
We cannot coast with our shipsin many Forsign 
nations, and yet we allow the trade to slip away 
from us here. In fact, our policy seoms to give . 
away everything and reccive nothing ia roturn. 
Wo rpend much blocd and treasura to make 
ports ont ofewamys and wildorncases, and then 
open our doors to everybody that likes to como 
along and partake of the good things, Our 
liberality borders -on the insane; it was only 
last week that the Federated Mahy States 
appointed as storekeeper to their railways a 
German gentleman who lad only been 48 hours 
in the colouy, and yet there ove many 
unfortunate Britishors in the Straits. without 


eraployment ; in fact, the position was not sven 
advertised for.”
